-ion of a letter dated at Fort Laramie on the l«th 
\ugusi, giving "O" 1 * additional and more reliable 
|.artieular* in regard to reoent discoveries of gold 
on the South Platte river. We attach more im- 

entire Unithfulneas of the writer. We Rive the 
oith of thia letter. 

At the time of writing, he had just returned 
from Cherry Creek. The Cherokee company 
dad returned home heforc the writer arrived 
; here, having protpeeted Cherry Creek, Ralston** 
fori, and Long's Creek, without having found 
much gold— thinking it would not pay. they be- 
&me discouraged and went home Capt. Rus- 
sell, of Lumpkin county, l»eorgia, who was with 
i hem, remnined to prospect still further, and af 
ter their departure was very successful The 
writer saw where they had been digging, and 
trom the amount of work done at each place, and 
the amount of gold obtained, be thinks the pros- 
pect a very good one . The product Is said to be 
very irregalar. The first diggings are about 
four miles up the Platte river, and about half 
a mile from the river towards Cherry Creek. 
Here two or three men would work with a rock- 
er, while the others were on the look out for bet- 
ter diggings, and they made from seven to ten 
dollars per man each day. After working here 
a few days, getting all tlie gold they could, they 
moved out about three miles, and rather up the 
liver in a ravine; here they worked in the same 
way, making from eight u. ten dollars per 
day, till the digging failed. Then they moved 
again to the river about six miles from the tir.-t 
work, and the proceeds were about as good Mr. 
Russell says he has gotten as much as three dwt. 
, and tlie three men with the rocker have 
from one day's washing of one hundred 
of earth, which they had to pack fifty 
yards, 49 dwts. and 2 gr As the restdt of all 
their work and prospecting they obtaining some 
thing this side of five hundred dwts. oi gold, or 
about twenty -five ozs. 

The writer examined the rauotn for several 
miles round and up tlie river, and expresses the 
opinion that fir* and six dollars per day can be 
obtained by several hundred men. without any 
further discoveries. As Mr. Russell's company 
was weak, he would not attempt to wiuter there, 
and they were deterred from looking out for some 
thing better, and this winter will return to the 
settlements. The writer sends in ten dwts. of 
thegold obtained from Russell's party . 

The whole country was covered with elk, 
lope and deer, and herds of sheep were to t,o 
found all through the mountains. 

These are the essential statement? contained 
in the letter. 

As they smack of gold, the fascination is ijuite 
sufficient to induce hundreds of adventurers to 
o in quest of it. From our settlements they 
will have to travel some six to eight hundred 
miles, to take their provisions with them, and 
such other comforts as the climate and country 
may require. It is too late iu the season for 
many of them to make their way to the laud of 
promise this year, but unless the tenor of the 
accounts is materially changed, we may look out 
for a Might of gold hunters to the rlatte next 
spring. They will not stop to inquire wheth- 
er they cannot earn as much money at home, but 
will go there on a •peculation, to the prejudice, as 
it may turn out, of their health and Ifeeir 
purses. 

A letter from Nebraska Territory, in this 
morning's paper, gives us news of a similar ten- 
or in regard to the gold diggings. 

ID~We have noticed the capture of a slave by 
the l'. S. brig Dolphin. The Washington Star 
states that the officer who brought the prize into 
Charleston, Lieut J. M Bradford, also reports 
to the Department, from that city, under date of 
August 27th. He encloses a copy of his instnir 
tions, and remarks: 

That portion of hi9 instruction requiring the 
prisoners to be put in irons would, it executed, 
have made our voyage to this place impractica- 
ble, for the slaves, as soon as they found they had 
uew master, destroyed laqre quantities of water 
and provisions, for the sake of obtaining a small 
quantity lor their own use. 1 restored their 
former masters, and they had to resort to the 
liercesl cruelty before they could break up these 
practices of the slaves. I hope no delay will take 
place in removing the slaves from this vessel . 
She is small, has large holes cut in her spar deck 
for ventilation, and is without mast coats. Iu 
^ase of a heavy gale at sea, and battening down be - 
inr necessary, the slaves would mostly suffo 
I shall u if my utmost exertions to get 
ashore immediately. * * * I am anx 
i to remove my command, as the stench on 
is horrible ' * Twelve of the 
•laves ha\e died since the capture of the vessel. 
They are without medical assistance of any 
tind. The health of the command and prize 
officers continued good 

The question "what is to become of these ne 
-roes, " is already discussed in the Charleston 
papers A eoi respondent of tlie Courier aays. 

They are here on the very threshhold of civili 
ration; shall we send them back to barbarism ' 
They are at the dawn of cluisisnity; shall w* 
send them back to heathen da I; n ess ' They are 
almost within the pale of law and a gonial state, 
where they can take relations: .ball we send 
them back the realm of no law but that of brute 
force; no relation but those that brutes take? 
They are here almost within the pale of society 
where they will be safe, and where every physi- 
cal want will be suraly supplied; will we send 
them back to the precarious subsistence snatch 
ed from wrecbes as starving as themselves? 

But why should we send them back ' Do we 
not want them 7 They are wanted everywhere 
— our planters want them, our mechanic's want 
(hem, our railroads want them, our waste lands 
are in want of them. Is it from any sense, 
among ourselves, of the inhumanity of render 
ing them useful 7 We put our eons and brothers 
under masters to learn a trade, and it is humane 
to do this and not humane to do the same to 
creatures that are certainly as much in need of 
training and instruction^ There is no reason 
why we should send them hack, but in this, that 
it has become agreeable to another section oi 
thia Union to look with disgust on our

Catholicism Orrosco to the Dar.o Scott Dr. - 
cimon.— The following is the language of Prof. 
O. A. Branson, one of the ablest expounders of 
i in the United States. It is taken 

ning the Dred Scott decision 

"We regret, that in giving the opinion of the 
Court, the learned Judge Taney did not recollect 
what he is taught by his religion, namely the 
unitysof the race' that all men by the natural 
law are equal, that negroes are men; aud there 
fore as to their right* must be regarded as stand 
ing on the same footing with white men. where 
there is no positive or municipal law that de 
grades them." In his last (July) number, it is 
also said: "The reviewer did not complain of 
the Chief Justice that he did not follow the Coun 
cil of Trent again* the Constitution, but that he 
did not remember, in interpreting the language, 
or more properly the silence of the Constitution 
touching negro ciUzeoahip, what his religion 
teaches him, and what as a Catholic he holds, 
ana must hold, namely, that negroes are men, 
and that all men are equal before tlie laws of na- 
ture; and therefore as men, negroes and whites 
stand on the same footing of eouality. The le 
gal presumption, then, must be in favor of negro 
citizenship. If negroes are men, and all men 
are equal as men, then free negroes and whites 
arc equal as citizens, unless the contrarv is ex- 
presnlv ordained by the Constitution "

discussion at Freeport. 

Mr. Lincoln holds to these positions: 



South can object to. They are eminently con- 
servative and just, far more so than we expected 
from him. 

Upen one point however, Mr. Lincoln differs 
toto coelo from all Southern men, as well aa na- 
tional and conservative Northern men. We al 
lude to his belief that it is the "right and duty" 
of Congress to prohibit slavery in all the Territo- 
ries of the United States." There are a vast 
number of conservative men in both sections who 
concede the power of Congress, under the Con 
stitution, to prohibit slavery in the Territories, 
yet, in obedience to the great principle settled by 
the Compromise measures of 1850, they are bit 
terly opposed to the exercise of that powei . With 
such men we are prepared to unite in all at 
tempts to overthrow the Democratic party — the 
most corrupt and rotten organization which ever 
existed in any country. But we can never sym 
palhi/.e with orco operate with any man or sei of 
men who maintain not only the power, but the 
duty of Congress to prohibit slavery in all the 
Territories. 

The position of Mr. Douglas upon the ques 
tion of slavery in the Territories is, if

1. He thinks that under the Constitution of the 
I nited States, the people of the Southern States, 
are entitled to u Congressional Fugitive Slave 
Law. As regards the present Fugitive Slave Law, 
he thinks that it might have been so framed as to 

pertain to it, without at all lessening its 
. y. "But," says Mr. L. "inasmuch as we are 
not in the midst of an agitation iu regard to the 
modification of that law, 1 would not be the man 
to introduce it its the subject of a new agitation 
m refer<-n- e to Slavery." 

2. While he u-ouM be fjiaJ to see slavery 
abolished in the District of Columbia, he is op 
posed to iu abolition by Congress unless upon 
these conditions : 1st, that the abolition should 
tie gradual ; 2d, that it should Ik* upon a vote of 
a majority of the qualified voters within the Dis 
trict; 3d, Unwilling owners must be compensa 
ted for their slaves so liberated. He thought 
Congress possessed the power, under the Consti 
tution. to abolish slavery in the Federal Dis- 
trict. 

3. Even if Congress possessed the power to 
abolish the slave trade between States, (upon 
which question Mr. L. had not formed an opin- 
ion ! he would be opposed to its exercise unless 
upon some such conservative principle as indi- 
cated by him in reference to the abolition of sla 
very in the District of Columbia. 

4. He would or would not oppose the acqui 
sition of additional territory, according as he 
might think such acquisition would or would 
not aggravate the slavery question among the peo- 
ple. 

He believes in the "right am! dot,/" of 
Congress to prohibit slavery in all the Territories 
of the United States until the lime of the forma- 
tion of their State Constitution- . Yet. if the peo 
p|> of any Territory, having "a fair chance and 
clear field," when they come to adopt a Consti 
tution, establish slavery therein, "uninfluenced 
by the actual presence of the institution among 
them," he (Mr. L.) could see no alternative but 
to admit them into the Union 

in respou-e to the interogatories propounded 
hf Mr Lincoln, Jldcf Psskii took tlie fol- 
lowing positions: 

1 If the people of Kansas, by means entirely 
proper and unobjectionable, form a Constitution 
and ask admission into the Union before they 
have the population required by the English bill, 
he, (Doi'GLAS / would vole- for the admission in- 
to the Union. Said Mr Douglas, "it having been 
decided that Kansas has people enough for a 
slave State, I hold that she has enough for a free 
Ctate " 

4 i. The people of a Territory, can, in the oj»iu 
ion of Mr D. "by lawful means, pelade slavery 
jrarn their limits prior to the formation or a 
state Constitution " "It matters not," said Mr. 
at way the Supreme Court may hereafter 
' decide as to the abstract question whether sla 
very may or may not go into a Territory under 
the Constitution; the people have the lawful 
means to introduce it or exclude it as they 
please, for the reason tiiat slavery cannot exist a 
day or an hour anywhere, uuless it is supported 
by local police regain tion r Those police regu 
lations can only be established by the local Leg- 
islature, and if the people are opposed to slavery 
they will elect representatives to that body who 
will by unfriendly legislation effectually pre 
vent the introduction of it into their midst. If, 
on the contrary, they are for it, their legislation 
will favor its extension Hence, no matter what 
the decision of the Supreme Court may bo on 
that abstract questiou, still the right of the peo 
i.le to make a 9lavc Territory or a free Territory is 
perfect and complete tinder the Nebraska Ml." 

la response to the question whether he was in 
favor of acquiring additional territory without 
regard to how far such acquisition may alien the 
Union on the slavery question, Mr. D. said: 
•Whenever it becomes necessary in our growth 
ipd progress to acquire more territory, I am iu 
^or of it, without reference to the questiou of 
Hf.v, and when wc have acquired it, I will 
tve the people free to do as they please, either 
make it a slave or free Territory, as they pre 
for. It ii idle to tell me we hare territory 
enough. * • » With our national in 
< rease, growing with a rapidity unknown in any 
othe* part of the globe, with tho tide of emigra 
<iou that is fleeing from despotism in the Old 
World to seek a refuge in our own, there is a 
constant torrent pouring into this country, that 
require more land, more territory upon which to 
_settle, and just as fust as our interests and our 
lestiny require additional territory in the North, 
n the South, or on the islands of the ocean, I 
urn for it; aud when we acquire it, will leave the 
jieople, according to the Nebraska bill, free to do 
as the? please on the subject of slavery and 
every .the. question " We think that in the

telligible manner, the positions taken by both of

It 
was against the doctrine, that the people of the 
Territories, while they remain Territories, have 
the right to exclude slavery— which is Popular 
Sovereignty as understood by Forney, Douglas, 
Buchanan & Co. — that they protested; and it 
was only by repudiating imch a construction of it 
that the South was carried by the Democrats. 
As Forney says, tho Republicans have never 
been opposed to Popular Sovereignty as it was 
construed in Mr. Buchanan's letter of aecept-

It is proper that a normal rule should be 
established that hereafter no territory shall pass 
from iu organic condition, unless it shall contain 
the legal number ot iuh&oiiauta required tor a 
representative in Cougrtss; but as no such con 
dttiuu was imposed by Senator Douglas in tho 
Kansas bill, nor tor the submission of its Con- 
stitution to a vote of the people, as was incorpo 
rated by him iu the Miuuesota act, and recotn 
mended by President Buchanan to be inserted in 
all future organic acts, it is a question lor the Con- 
gress to determine whether Kansas may hereafter 
be admitted into the Union upon terms of perfect 
equality, without being compelled to come under any 
new requirements. VVe must not abandon the in 
trenched positions upon which we have been in 
vincible. The sacred principle of popular sover- 
eignty, so much derided by our opponents, must 
not be surrendered to those who have invoked 
its potency to sustain and justify the enemies of 
"law and order" in Kansas. A condition imposed 
by one Congress and which is rejected by the people 
of a territory, forms no obstacle to a renewed appli 
cation on the part of its people to a succeeding Con 
gress, who, under the Constitution, is rlothsd with 
discretionary pswers to admit new States. 

The Atlministratiou having surrendered their 
position against the submission of the Constitu 
tion to the people, as assumed in the Green bill, 
by the passage of the English conference bill, 
will now be obliged to back down from tho odi 
otis disabling clause of the latter, or bo defeated 
in every Northern State. We shall see whether 
or not the Administration will yield this point in 
order to maintain their ground in the North, and 
we will see whether or not Southern Democrat 
who endorsed the English bill will still adhere to 
the shifting, changing, inconsistent, pliable, dis- 
honest ami unscrupulous Administration, who 
endeavor to cheat br.tli sections in order to se- 
cure them, and who legislate not for the couutry 
but for a party. We think, however, that Dem 
ocrats will follow Democratic leaders anvwhere, 
without rega rding tho filth of the loca lity.
